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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 

the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 

the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 

were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 

under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 

not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 

consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 

prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 
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Claims 1-3 and 5-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over lyoshi et al., "Applicant ion of QCM covered with MPS film as humidity sensor" 
2000 in view of Kamisho et al., "Ion recognition utizlizing surfactant- silia nano structure" 
2001. 

lyoshi teaches a humidity gas sensor configured by coating a thin film of a 
mesoporous silica, which is created using a surfactant as a template, upon a quartz 
crystal microbalance (QCM) quartz oscillator. In addition, lyoshi indicateds that the 
frequency change of the QCM coated wit ha mesoporous silica film prior to the removal 
of the surfactant is greater than that of the QCM prior to coating. 

lyoshi does not teach oxide layer containing surfactant micelles. 

Kamisho teaches an analysis device configured by immobilizing a thin film, which 
comprises rod-shaped surfactant micelles within silicon nanopores, upon a substrate, 
wherein said rod-shaped surfactant micelles form a hydrophobic environment and 
thereby make it possible to recognize molecules. It would have been obvious to one 
having an ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to modify lyoshi to 
immobilize a thin film of surfactant micelles within silicon nanopores to be able to detect 
changes in the weight of the nanochanel body thin film when an analyte binds therein 
creating an frequency response on the QCM thereby allowing detection of the exixtance 
of a target substance. 
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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 1 1/26/08 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant argues, "lyoshi teaches a humidity vapor sensor. Since the 
sensor is used in the vapor phase, and detects moisture in the vapor phase, lyoshi does 
not disclose or suggest the detection of a target substance in a sample liquid phase as 
presently recited in claim 1 ." It is the Offices position that if a structure of the prior art 
and the structure of the instant application are the same then both structures could be 
employed for the same uses contrary to any evidence. Therefore, since the prior art as 
combined teaches the instant claim limitations, one of ordinary skill in the art would 
recognize the modified lyoshi could be employed in detecting a target substance in a 
sample liquid phase. Further, it is noted that applicant recites limitations on the manner 
in which the sensor is used (i.e. detection of analysts in a liquid phase). Such 
limitations are not attributed patentable weight in claims directed to a device.
